REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The allowance is based on a decision by BPAI on 09/18/09, where the limitations 
of the inner surface of the metered dose being composed of stainless steel or anodized 
aluminum were found novel and patentable. BPAI found that one of skill in the art would 
not have been lead to a solubilized budesonide formulation being loaded into a 
pressurized metered dose inhaler lined with stainless steel or anodized aluminum.
